DISXmBUTION  OF  POWBKS.      , 

Art,  1.  The  powers  of  the  Government  of  tl^eSt&tti  dfLbkiiiltaoa^H' 
be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them  be  confided 
to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to  wit :  those  which  are  legislative  to 
one;  those  which  are  executive  to  another,  and  those  which  are  judicial 
V>  another. 

^\  Abt.  2.  No  one  of  these  departments  nor  any  person  holding  office  is 
one  of  them  shall  exercise  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the  other**, 
except. itt  (be  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or  permitted.'

AkT.  8.  The  Legislative  power  of  the  State  sIiaII  be  veatea  in  tvvo 
distinct  branches,  the  one  to  be  etyled  the  ''House  of  Represenutivus," 
theother  "the  Senate,"  and  both  "the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana." 

Art.  4.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  contipue 
in  service  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  closing  of  the 
general  elections. 

AitT.  5.  j^presentatives  shall  be  rhosen  on  the  first  Monday  in  Kpyem- 
beri  every  two  years;  and  the  election  shall  be  completed  in  one  day. 
The  Ge^^^i^l  Assembly  shall  meet  every  second  year,  on  the  third  A^on- 
day  in  January  next  ensuing  the  election,  unless  a  diflbrent  d&y  b^  ap- 
pointed by  law,  and  their  session  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  Goverp^ient, 

Art.  6.  No  persen  shall  be  a  Representative  who,  at  the  time  of  hjs 
elefeCion  is  hM  a  free  white  male,  and  has  not  been  for  three  years  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  yeaifS  and 
resided  inthe^tate  fbrthe  Uiree  years  next  preceding  the  el%($iplDi(|ind 
the  last  year  thereof  in  the  parish  for  which  he  may  be  (choseiv '  \  •;  ■  ,  r  ,

'  AaT.  17.  At  tho  firatioMion  of  tho  (lonorol  AMombly,  after  thit  Coft 
•titution  tnkei  cflbot,  tli<)  lionatorn  nhnlt  lio  oqiinlly  dividnci  hy  lot  into  two 
ctnnfloi;  theiea^.  J  thn  Mrnntorn  of  tho  HrKtclniiii  Nhall  oft  vacated  at  the 
expiration  of  the  aecond  year;  of  the  locond  claaa  at  the  expiration  of  the 
fourth  year  ;  »o  that  one-half  shall  be  chodon  every  two  yenra,  and  « 
lutation  thereby  kept  up  pcrpotuallv.  In  ca«o  any  diilrict  thai!  have 
elp'^ted  two  or  more  innatorii,  aaitl  aonalora  ahall  vacate  their  aeatii 
reipectively  at  tho  end  of  two  and  four  yearn,  and  the  lots  shall  be  drawn 
between  them. 

Art.  18.  No  ncmnn  shall  bo  a  senator  who  at  tho  time  of  his  election, 
has  not  been  a  citizen  of  tho  United  Stotes  ten  years,  and  who  has  n6t 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-seven  years,  and  resided  in  the  State  four 
years  next  preceding  his  election,  ond  tho  la»t  year  thereof  in  the  dia- 
irict  in  whicti  he  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  19.  The  first  election  for  senators  shall  be  gonoral  throughout 
the  State,  and  at  the  name  time  that  tho  general  elortion  for  representa- 
tives is  held;  and  thereafter  there  ^hall  l>u  biennial  electigni  tu  fill  the 
plaee  of  those  whose  time  of  service  may  have  expired.  .  y  m  i<'  (i.h  ' ' 
Art.  20.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  tho  members  of  «aoh  houM  of 
the  General  Assembly  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  authorized  by  law  to 
compel  the  attendance  nf  absent  roembors. 

Art.  21.  Each  House  of  tho  General  AiisemLly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualification,  election  and  returns  of  its  memberif;  but  a  contested  elec- 
tion shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

Art.  22.  Each  houneoftho  Crcneral  Asnembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  t)ehavinr,  and 
with  tho  concurrenco  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  pj^t  f>,  pccpntl 
time  for  the  same  oiienco.  Vi  .'       []   ', 

Art.  23.  Each  house  of  tho  General  Assembly  shall  keep  and  pub- 
lish weekly  a  journal  of  its  procoedings;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  tho 
members  on  any  question  shall,  at  tho  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal. 

Art.  24.  Each  house  may  punish  by  imprisonment  any  person  not  a 
member,  for  disrespectful  and  disorderly  behavior  in  its  presence,  or  for 
obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings.  Such  imprisonment  snail  not  exceed 
ten  days  for  any  one  oifoncc. 

Art.  25.  Neither  hou!>e,  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,, 
shall  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days^ 
nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be  sitting. 
•  Art.  26.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  receive  from 
the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services,  which  shall  be  four 
dollars  per  day  during  their  attendance,  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  He&aion  of  their  respective  houses.     1  he  compensation  may  be  in- 
creased or  diminished .  by  law;  but  no  alteration  shall  take  effect  during 
the  period  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  by 
whom  such  alteration  ihnll  have  been  made.     No  session  shall  extend  to 
a  period  boyond   sixty  days,  to  dnte  from  its  commencement,  and  any 
legislative  action  had  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  sixty  dap,  shall  be 
null  and  .void.     This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  first  Legislature 
which  is  to  convene  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution. 

Art.  27.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  all  cases 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  fron» 
arrest  during  their  Mtendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective  Houdea, 
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and  uning  to  or  returning  from  (ho  nnmr,  oml  for  any  Hpnocli  or  dobats 
in  nitner  iFouoo,  l)my  nlinll  not  ho  (|ue<4tiuneil  in  itny  nthflr  pliicf. 

Art.  28.  No  inniitornr  rnpreiif>nlativo  nliall  tlurinK  Uin  term  for  which 
he  wai  elected  nor  for  one  ynnr  therenfter,  bo  nppointed  or  elected  to  M)> 
civil  office  of  profit  undnr  thin  Htntn,  which  nhnll  hnvf  boon  crratinl,  or 
the  emolumeiitB  of  vrhich  shall  hnvn  bnen  increnscd  during  the  time  iiuoh 
•enator  or  ropresenlntive  woh  in  odico,  except  to  nuch  ulticoa  or  appoint- 
menta  as  may  ho  filled  by  thooloctionsofthe  people. 

Art.  20.  No  person  while  he  continunit  to  oxerciao  the  funoiioni  of  n 
clergyman,  pricat,  or  tenchorof  any  rrligious  persuasion,  society  oi  aeot, 
ahallbe  eligible  to  the  General  AsHembly. 

Art.  30,  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collucior  of 
taxen,  or  who  may  have  boon  otherwise  enlrustetl  with  public  money, 
ahnll  bo  eligible  to  the  General  Axsnmhly,  or  to  any  olHco  of  profit  or 
trust  under  the  State  Government,  until  ho  shall  have  obtained  a  liischar^ 
for  the  amount  of  such  collections,  and  for  all  public  moneys  with  which 
he  may  hnvo  l)een  entrusted. 

Art.  31.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until  on  three  several 
days,  it  be  roed  over  in  each  house  of  the  Gensral  Assembly,  and  free 
discussion  allowed  thereon,  unless  in  coso  of  urgency,  four-fifths  of  the 
House  whore  the  bill  shall  bo  pending,may  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense 
with  this  rule. 

Art.  32.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments  as  in  other 
bills;  provided  they  shall  not  introduce  any  now  matter  under  the  color 
of  an  amendment,  which  does  not  relate  to  raising  revenue. 

Art.  33.  The  General  Assembly  shall  regulate  by  law,  by  whom,  and 
in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies  which 
may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Art.  34.  A  raajority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  shall  be 
required  for  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  officers  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  ;  and  the  Senate 
in  deciding  thereon,  shall  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the 
Senators  voting  for  and  against  the  appointments  respectively,  shall  be 
entered  oo  a  journal  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  J  made  public  at  the 
end  of  each  session,  or  before. 

Art.  35.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Art.  36.  A  Treasurer  of  the  State  shall  be  elected  biennially,  by  joint 
ballot  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Genertl  Assembly.  The  Governor  shall 
have  the  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  thai  may  happen  in  that  office  during 
the  recess  of  the  Legislature. 

Art.  37.  In  the  year  in  which  a  regular  election  of  a  Senator  of  the 
United  Stales  is  to  take  plaoe,  tho  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
fihall  meet  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  on  the  Monday 
following  the  meeting  of  the  T<cgislature,  and  proceed  to  the  said  elec- 
tion.

Art.  38.  The  Supreme  Executive  power  of  tho  State  shall  be  vepted 

in  a  Chief  Magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 

Louisiana.    He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  yearp,  and 

together  with  the  Lieutenant  Governor  ^chosen  for  tho  same  term,  be

The  poraon  hfiving  tho  greate>t  number  of  votes  foi  Lieu- 
tenant Govomor  ahall  bo  I/u)utnnant  ( iuvoinor,  but  if  two  or  inoru  ner- 
sons  shall  be  equal  and  highnat  in  tho  numl>er  of  votes  polled  fur  Lieu- 
tenant (Governor,  one  of  them  shall  bo  imniodintely  thiuten  Lioutonant 
Governor  by  joint  voto  of  tho  mcmbtmof  tho  General  Assembly. 

A«T.  30.  No  pomon  shall  be  eligible  to  the  oilico  of  luivernor  or  Liou- 
teoant  Governor,  who  shall  not  havo  attained  tho  ago  of  thirty-five  years, 
been  fifteen  years  a  citizen  of  tho  United  Stnten,  and  a  resident  within 
this  Stato  for  the  aamo  apace  of  time  next  preceding  his  election. 

Abt.  40.  The  (^ovotnor  shall  ontor  on  tho  diitcliargo  uf  his  dutie*  on 
tbe  fourth  Monday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  Monday  next  succeeding  the  day  that  hia  aucces- 
sor  shall  have  b.en  declared  duly  elected,  aud  nhall  have  |ak«0  the  onlh 
oraffirrantionprescribodby  this  Constitution.  ^'  .m  1/  (.  mu  m 

Abt.  41.  The  Governor  aball  be  ineligible  for  tbe  succeeding  four 
years  aAer  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  wbieh  he  shall  Iih  vu  been  elected.

IMPEACHMENT. 

Art.  84.  The  power  «f  impeachment  shall  be  vested  in  the  House  of 
Kepresentatives. 

Art.  85.  Impeachments  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  Stale,  State  Treasurer,  and  of  the  J ud- 
'ges  of  the  District  Courts,  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate  ;  the  Chief  Justi- 
ce-of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  the  senior  Judge  thereof,  shall  preside  du- 
ring the  trial  of  such  impeachments.  Impeachments  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  When  sitting  as  a  Court 
of  Impeachment,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  and  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present. 

Art.  86.  Judgments  incases  of  impeachment  shall  extend  only  to 
removal  from  office  and  disqualification  from  holding  any  office  of  honor, 
trust  or  profit  under  this  State,  but  the  parties  convicted  shall,  neverthe- 
less, be  subject  to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

Art.  87.  All  officers  against  whom  articles  of  impeachment  may  be 
preferred,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  their  functions  during 
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the  pendency  of  such  impeachment.  The  appointing  power  may  make  a 
provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended  oihcer  until  the  decision 
on  the  impeachment. 

Art.  8S.  The  Legislature  8hall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial,  punish* 
in«nt  and  removal  from  office,  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Slate,  by  indict- 
ment or  otherwise. 

TXTLB  VZ. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Art.  89.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  officers,  before' 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  thoir  offices  shall  take  the  following  oalhi, 
or  affirmation  : 

"I  (A.  B.,)  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  me  as 

according  to  tlie  best  of  my  abilities  and  understanding,  agreeably  to 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  3tate  ;  and  I 
do,  further,  solemnly  swear  (or  affirn^  'lat  since  the  adoption  of  the  pre- 
sent Constitution,  I,  being  a  citizen  of  this  State,  have  not  fought  a  duel 
with  deadly  weapons  within  this  State,  nor  out  of  it,  with  a  citizen  of 
the  State,  nor  have  I  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with 
deadly  weapons  with  a  citizen  of  the  State,  nor  have  acted  as  second  in 
carrying  a  challenge,  or  aided,  advised,  or  assisted  any  person  thus  ofTen-* 
ding,  so  help  me  God." 

AuT.  90.  Treason  against  the  State  shal!  consist  only  in  levying  war 
against,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No 
person  shall  by  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  wit- 
nesses to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confession  in  open  court. 

Art.  91.  Every  person,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  offi- 
ce of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State,  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of 
having  given,  or  ofTered,  a  bribe  to  procure  his  election  or  appointment. 

Art.  92.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office  and  from  the  right 
of  suffrage,  those  who  shall  hereafter  be  convicted  of  bribery,  perjury  ,^ 
forgery,  or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors. 

The  privilege  of  free  sufTiage  shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating 
elections,  and  prohibiting  under  adequate  penalties  all  undue  influence 
thereon,  from  power,  bribery,  tumult  or  other  improper  practice. 

Art.  93.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  pursuance 
of  specific  appropriations  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropriation  of 
njoney  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years.  A  regular  statement 
and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be 
published  annually,  in  such  manner  as  shall  he  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  94.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  such 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  |)roper  to  decide  differences  by  arbitration. 

Art.  95.  All  civil  officers  for  the  State  at  large  shall  reside  within 
the  State,  and  all  district  or  parish  officers  within  their  districts  or  pa- 
rishes, and  shall  keep  their  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be  requi- 
red by  law.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  parish 
office  who  shall  not  have  resided  in  such  parish  long  enough  before  such 
election,  or  appointment,  to  have  acquired  the  right  of  voting  in  such  pa- 
rish ;  and  no  person  s'lall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  district  office, 
who  shall  not  have  resided  in  such  district,  or  an  adjoining  district,  long 
enough  before  such  appointment,  or  election,  tn  have  acquired  the  right 
of  voting  in  the  same. 
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Akt.  0&.  Tho  ilumiioii  of  nil  oliicos  not  Hxcd  l>y  this  Constitution 
ahall  never  exrooH  four  years. 

AiiT.  97,  All  civil  oHlccru,  except  ilie  Governor  and  .Tudgcs  of  the 
Sunrume  and  District  Ocmrts,  fhall  Iw  removable  by  an  address  of  a  tna- 
jonty  of  the  mcmKra  of  both  houses,  except  those  the  renftOTal  of  whom 
has  been  othorwiso  provid^-d  for  by  this  Constitiitiun. 

AitT.  98.  Absence  on  I  lie  biisir.css  of  this  Stale  or  of  tho  United  States, 
nhall  not  forfeit  ii  residence  once  obtained,  so  as  to  deprive  any  one  of 
tk  rigt  of  sufTraije,  or  of  being  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under 
the  exceptions  contained  in  this  Cunstitiilion. 

AilT.  99.  It  phull  be  the  doty  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  by 
law  for  deductions  from  the  salaries  of  public  officers  who  may  bo  guilty 
of  a  neglect  of  duty. 

Art.  100.  The  Leffishittiro  shall  point  out  the  manner  'n  which  a 
person  cominrr  into  tho  State  shall  declare  his  residence. 

Anr.  101.  In  all  elections  by  tho  people  the  vote  shall  be  by  bnllotr 
and  in  all  elections  by  tho  Senate  and  House  of  Heprosentativos,  jointly 
jor  separately,  the  vote  shall  be  given  viva  voce  : 

■'Art.  102.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  ]ierson  holding  or  exercising 
any  office  of  trust  or  prolit  under  the  Unite!  States,  or  either  of  them,, 
or  under  any  foreign  pov.er, slmll  lie  elig'  e  as  a  member  of  the  Gene- 
1^1  Assembly,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the 
State. 

Art.  103.  The  laws,  tho  p'.iblic  records  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  of  tho  State,  shull  bo  promulgated,  preserved  and 
conducted  in  the  language  in  which  tho  constitutio..  jf  the  United  States  i» 
written. 

Art.  104.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  shall  hi  conversant  with  the  French  and  English  lan- 
guages ;  and  members  may  address  cither  House  in  the  French  or  En- 
glish language. 

Art.  105.  The  General  Assembly  shnll  direct  by  law  how  persons 
who  are  now  or  may  hereafter  become  sureties  for  public  officers  may 
be  discharged  from  such  suretyship. 

Art.  IOG.  No  power  of  sispending  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  bo 
exercised,  unless  by  the  legislature  or  its  authority. 

Art.  107.  Prosecutions  shall  bo  by  indictment,  or  information.  The 
accused  shall  have  a  speedy  public  tri'U  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicci- 
nage  :  he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself;  he 
shall  have  the  riglit  of  being  heard  by  himself  or  counsel  ;  he  shall  have 
the  right,  unless  he  shall  have  fled  from  justice,  of  meeting  tho  witnesses 
face  to  face,  and  shall  have  compulsory  process  for  outaining  witnesses  in 
his  favor. 

Art.  108.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  hy  sufficient  sureties,  unless 
for  capital  ofTencex,  where  tho  proof  is  evident,  or  presumption  great ;. 
and  the  privilege  of  tho  writ  of  habeas  corpiis  shall  not  be  suspended,  un- 
less when  in  cuee  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  it. 

Art.  109.  "iioexpost  /oc^o  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  shall  be  passed  :  nor  vested  rights  be  dive»tcd,  funless  for 
purposes  of  public  utility,  and  for  adequate  compensation  previously  made. 

Art.  110.  The  press  Fhall  free.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak 
write,  and  publish  hi:*  sentiments  on  all  subjects ;  being  responsible  for 
an  abuse  of  this  liberty. 
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■    Art.  111.  Emigration  I'rom  tho  State Bhnll  not  be  prohibited. 

Art.  \]2.  The  Goneral  Araeinbly  which  shall  meet  after  the  lint 
eleotion  of  Kopresentativos  under  this  Constitution,  shall,  within  the  first 
month  after  the  commencement  of  the  scfsion,  designate  and  fix  the 
seat  of  government,  nt  some  place  not  leas  than  sixty  miles  from  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  by  the  nearest  travelling  route ;  and  if  on  the 
MisHissipi  river,  by  the  meanders  of  the  same  :  and  when  so  fixed,  it 
shall  not  be  removed  without  the  consent  of  fuur-fifths  of  the  members 
of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assurably.  The  sessions  shall  be  held 
in  NewOrloans  until  the  end  of  (he  year  1848. 

Anr.  113.  Tho  Legislature  Hhall  not  pledge  tho  faith  of  the  State  for 
the  payment  of  any  bonds,  bills,  or  other  contracts  nt  obligations  for  tho 
benefit  or  use  of  any  persoii  or  persons,  corporation  or  body  politic  wha- 
tever. But  the  State  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  new  bonds  in  payment 
of  its  outstanding  obligations  or  liabilities,  wether  due  or  not  ;  the  said 
now  bonds,  however  are  not  to  bo  issued  for  a  liir^'cr  amount  or  at  a  high- 
er rate  of  intereiit,  than  the  original  obligations  they  are  intended  to 
replace. 

Art.  114.  The  aggregate  amount  of  debts  hereafter  contracted  by  the 
Legislature,  shall  never  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
except  in  case  of  war,  to  repel  invasions  or  suppress  insurections,  unless 
the  Humo  be  authorized  by  some  law,  for  some  single  objector  work,  to  bo 
distinctly  specified  therein  ;  which  law  shall  provide  ways  and  means,  by 
taxation,  for  the  payment  of  running  interest  during  the  whole  time  for 
which  said  debt  shall  be  contracted,  and  for  the  full  and  punctual  discharge 
at  maturity  of  the  capital  borrowed  ;  and  said  law  shall  bu  irrepealable 
until  principal  and  interest  are  fully  paid  and  discharged,  and  shall  not  be 
put  into  execution  until  after  its  enactment  by  the  first  Legislature  returned 
by  a  general  election  after  its  passage. 

Art.  115.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  a  change  of  venu9 
in  civil  and  criminal  rases. 

Art.  116.  No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  by  this  State,  and  the  buying 
or  selling  of  lottery  tickets  within  the  State,  is  prohibited. 
Art.  117.  No  divorce  shall  be  granted  by  the  Legislature. 
Art.  118.  Every  law  enacted  by  the  Legislature  shall  embrace  but  one 
object,  and  that  shall  b'  expressed  in  the  title. 

Art.  110.  No  law  shall  be  revired  or  amended  by  reference  to  its  title  ; 
but  in  such  case,  the  act  revived,  or  section  amended,  shall  be  re-enacted 
and  published  at  length. 

Art.  120,  The  Legislature  shall  never  adopt  any  system  or  code  of 
laws  by  general  reference  to  such  system  or  code  of  laws;  but  in  all  cases 
shall  specify  the  several  provisions  of  the  laws  it  may  enact. 

Art.  121.  The  State  shall  not  become  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  any 
corporation  or  joint  stock  compony. 

Art.  122.  No  corporate  body  shall  bo  hereafter  created,  renewed  or 
extended,  with  banking  or  discounting  privileges. 

Art.  123.  Corporations  shall  not  be  created  in  this  State  by  special 
laws,  except  for  political  or  mu  Mcipal  purposes;  but  the  Legislature  shall 
provide,  by  general  laws,  for  the  organization  of  all  other  corporations, 
except  corporations  with  banking  or  discounting  privileges,  the  creation 
of  which  is  prohibited. 

Art.  124.  From  and  after  the  month  of  January,  1890,  the  Legislature 
shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  the  charters  of  all  corporations  whose  char- 
ters shall  not  have  expired  previous  to  that  time,  and  no  corporations  here- 
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after  to  bo  croBted  sltnll  over  endure  fur  a  longer  term  than  twenty-fire 
'  years,  except  those  which  are  political  or  municipal. 

Art.  135.  The  Cionornl  Assembly  shall  never  grant  any  exoluiivtpfi- 
Tilege  or  monopoly,  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty  years.        °j ;  ti^*''  < 

Art.  120.  No  person  shall  hold  or  exorcise,  at  the  same  time,  more  tlwn 
one  civil  office  of  emolument,  exceputhatof  Justice  nf  the  Peace. 

Art.  127.  Taxation  shall  bo  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State. 
After  the  year  1848  all  property,  on  which  taxes  may  be  levied,  in  thi» 
State  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  directed 
by  law.  No  one  species  of  property,  shall  bo  taxed  higher  than  another 
species  of  property  of  equal  value,  on  which  taxes  shall  be  levied  ;  the  Le> 
gislature  shall  have  power  to  levy  an  income  tax,  and  to  tax  all  person» 
pursuing  any  occupation,  trade  or  profession. 

Aht.  128.  The  citizens  of  the  c'ty  of  New-Orleans  shall  have  the  right 
of  appointing  the  several  public  officers  necessary  for  thn  administration 
of  the  police  of  the  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of  elections  which  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature  ;  provided,  that  the  Mayor  and  Recor* 
ders,  shall  be  inegible  to  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly  ;  and  the  Mayor, 
Recorders,  and  Aldermen  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  the  Legislature  may  vest  in  them  such  criminal 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  necessary  tor  the  punishment  of  minor  crimes  and 
offences,  and  ns  the  police  and  good  order  of  said  city  may  require. 

Art.  129.  The  Legislature  may  provide  by  law  in  what  case  officers 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  until  their  auecessor* 
shall  have  been  inducted  into  office. 

Art.  130.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  o€ 
this  Constitution,  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  with  a  citizen  of  this 
State,  or  send  or  accept  a  challen$;e  to  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons, 
either  within  the  State  or  out  of  it  r  ith  a  citizen  of  this  State,  or  who 
shall  act  as  second,  or  knowingly  aid  and  assist  in  any  manner,  those  thus 
offending,  shall  be  deprived  of  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit,  and  of 
enjoying  the  right  of  suffrage  under  this  Constitution. 

Art.  131.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  extend  this  ConsK 
titution,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  over  any  territory  atquired  by 
compact  with  any  State,  or  with  the  United  States,  the  same  being  done 
by  the  consent  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  132.  The  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  State,  shall  bo  promui* 
gated  in  the  English  and  French  languages. 
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PUBLIC  EDUCATION.  <i. 

Art.  133.  There  shall  be  appointed  a  superintendent  of  public  educa* 
tion,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years.  His  duties  shall  l)e  prescribed 
by  law.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Legislature  may  di- 
rect. 

Art.  134  The  Legislature  shall  establish  free  Public  Schools  through- 
out the  State,  and  shall  provide  means  for  their  support  by  taxation  on 
property  or  otherwise. 

Art.  135.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the  United 
States  to  this  State  for  the  use  or  support  of  schools,  and  of  all  lands 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted  or  bequeathed  to  the  iState,  and  not  ex- 
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proNly  granced  or  boqueathcd  lor  any  other  purpose,  which  hereal'ler 
may  be  dipposed  of  hy  the  Slate,  and  the  procends  oftheeitates  ofdecua< 
sed  persons  tu  whiok  the  State  ntay  become  entitled  by  law,  shall  bo  held 
by  the  Slate  as  a  ban,  and  khall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  on  which 
the  State  shall  pay  an  annual  interest  of  six  percent ;  which  interest  to- 
gether with  all  the  rents  of  tho  unsold  lands,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
suppert  of  such  schools,  and  this  appropriation  shall  remain  inviolable. 

Abt.  130.  All  moneys  arising  from  Ihe  sales  which  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  made  of  any  lands  heretofore  grunted  by  tho  United  States 
to  this  State,  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  ond  from  any  kind  of 
donation  that  may  hereafter  be  made  for  thot  purpose,  shall  be  and  remain 
a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which  at  six  per  cent  per  annum,  shall  be 
appropriated  to  the  support  of  a  seminary  of  learning  for  tho  promotion  of 
literature  and  tho  arts  and  sciences,  and  no  law  clmll  ever  be  made  diver- 
ting said  fund  to  any  other  use  than  to  tho  establishment  and  improve- 
ment of  said  seminary  of  learning. 

Abt.  137.  An  university  shall  bo  establibhed  in  the  city  of  New-Or- 
leans. It  shall  be  composed  of  four  faculties,  to  wit  :  one  of  law,  one  of 
medicine,  one  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  one  of  letters. 

Art.  1S8.  It  shall  be  called  the  '<  Univoisity  of  Loaisiana,  "  and  the 
Modical  College  of  Louisiana,  as  at  present  organized,  shall  constitute 
the  faculty  of  medicine. 

Art.  139.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law,  for  its  further  orga- 
nization and  government ;  but  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  contribute 
to  the  establishment  or  support  of  said  University  by  appropriations.

MODE  OF  REVISING  THE  CONSTITUTION, 

Abt.  140.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution  may 
he  proposed  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives,  and  if  the  same 
ahall  be  agreed  toby  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House, 
and  approved  by  the  Govervor,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments shall  be  entered  on  their  Journals,  with  the  yoas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published, 
three  months  before  the  next  general  election,  in  at  least  one  newspa- 
per in  French  and  English,  in  every  parish  in  the  State  in  which  a 
newspaper  shall  be  published;  and  if,  in  the  Legislature  next  afterwards 
chosen,  such  proposed  amendnient  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House,the  Secretary  of  State 
uhall  cause  the  same  to  be  again  published  in  the  manner  aforesaid,at  least 
three  months  previous  to  the  next  general  election  for  Representatives  to 
the  State  Legislature,  and  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  at  said  election;  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  electors  shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amend- 
ments, the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution  :  If  more  than 
one  amendment  be  submitted  at  a  time,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such 
manner  and  form  that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against  each  amend- 
ment, separately.

duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  respective  officers  of  the  State,  accor* 
ding  to  tho  existing  laws,  until  tho  organization  of  tho  Guvornmont  under 
this  Constitution,  and  tho  entering  into  office  of  the  new  officers,  to  bo 
appointed  under  said  Quvornment,  and  no  longer. 

Art.  145.  Appointments  to  ollico  by  tho  Executive  under  thisConsti* 
tution,  shall  bo  made  by  tho  Governor  to  be  elected  under  its  authority. 

Art.  14C.  Tho  provisions  of  article  28,  concerning  tho  inability  of 
members  of  the  Legislaturo  to  hold  certain  offices  therein  mentioned, 
shall  nor.  be  hold  to  apply  tu  tho  members  of  the  first  Legislature  elected 
under  this  Constitution. 

Art.  147.  The- time  of  service  of  all  officers  chosen  by  tho  people,  nt 
the  first  ele>:tion  under  this  Constitution,  shall  terminate  as  tnough  the 
election  had  been  holden  on  tho  first  Monday  of  November,  1846,  and 
they  had  entered  on  tho  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  time  designated 
therein. 

Art.  14S.  Tho  TiBgislaturo  shall  provide  for  tho  romnval  of  all  causes 
now  pending  in  tho  Supreme  or  other  Courts  of  tbu  State  under  tlio 
Constitution  of  1S12,  to  Courts  created  by  this  Constitution. 

Art.  149.  Appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  from  tbo  parishes  of  Jack- 
son, Union,  Murehouse,  Catahoula,  Caldwell,  Ouachito.  Franklin,  Car- 
roll, Madison,  Tennos,  and  Concordia  shall,  until  otherwise  provided  fur, 
be  returnable  to  New-Orleans.

ORDINANCE.  ' 

Art.  150.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  tho  Convention,  tho 
Governor  sliiill  iasuc  bin  proclamation,  directing  the  several  officers  of 
this  State,  authorized  by  law  to  hold  elections  for  members  of  tho  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  to  open  and  hold  a  poll  in  every  pariah  of  the  State,  at  tho 
places  designated  by  law,  upon  tho  first  Monuay  of  November  next,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  tho  good  people  of  this  State  in  regard 
to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Constitution;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  officers  to  receive  the  votes  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  un- 
der the  old  Constitution,  and  under  this  Constitution.  Each  voter  shall 
express  his  opinion  by  depositing  in  tho  ballot  box  a  ticket  whereon  shall 
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he  writton  "the  Constitution  nccept«t),"  or  'Mho  Conatitution  rojocled," 
or  tomo  luch  wonlii  os  will  iliatinctly  convoy  th«  intention  of  the  votor. 
At  Iho  ooncluaion  of  thn  mid  oinrtion,  which  iihall  Im  comluctu<l  in  every 
roAPOct  aa  thu  general  Htate  election  is  now  conducted,  the  pariah  jiulRoa 
and  commiaiiionera  dnsi^fnatod  to  proaide  over  the  an  mo,  ahnll  carefully 
examine  and  count  Oich  ballot  ao  de|>oaited,  andnhall  forthwith  make  due 
returns  thereof  t»  :he  Secretary  of  Htnte,  in  conformity  to  the  provt* 
siJna  of  the  exiating  luw  upon  the  luhjoct  of  oleclions. 

Art.  151.  Upon  the  rbroipt  of  thu  aaid  returns,  or  on  the  first  Mon* 
day  of  Decemt)«r,  if  the  returns  be  not  sooner  recei^'ed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Oovornor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  At'ornoy  Ooncral,  and 
tho  State  Treasurer,  in  the  presence  of  all  such  persons  og  may  choose 
to  attend,  to  compare  the  votes  given  at  the  said  poll,  for  the  ratification 
and  rejoction  of  tnis  Conatitution,  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  said  returns 
that  a  majority  of  oil  tho  votes  given  is  fur  rolifyiiig  this  Constitution, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tho  Governor  to  make  pn)clamation  of  that 
fact,  and  thenceforth  this  Conatitution  shall  bo  ordained  and  eatablished 
as  the  Constitution  of  Uio  Stato  of  Louisiana.  l)ut  wliethvr  thia  Conati* 
tution  be  accepted  or  rejected,  it  shall  bo  tho  duty  of  the  Governor  to 
causo  to  bo  published  in  the  State  paper  the  result  of  the  polls,  showing 
tho  number  of  votes  cost  in  each  parish  fur  and  against  the  said  Consti- 
tution. 

Art.  152.  Should  this  Constitution  bo  accepted  by  the  people,  it  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  tho  Governor  fitrthwith  to  issue  his  prodnmation,  de- 
claring tho  present  Legiskturc,  elected  under  the  old  Constitution,  to  be 
dissolved,  and  directing  the  several  officers  of  tho  State,  authorized  by 
law  to  hold  elections  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  hold 
an  election  at  the  places  designated  by  law,  upon  the  third  Monday  in 
January  next,  (1846)  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Members  of 
tho  Generol  Assembly,  and  alF  other  officers  whoso  election  is  provided 
for  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution.  And  tho  snid  election 
shall  be  conducted,  and  the  returns  thereof  made  in  conformity  with  the 
existing  laws  upon  the  subject  of  State  elections. 

Art.  153.  The  General  Assembly  elected  under  this  Conatitution 
shall  convene  at  the  State  House,  in  tho  city  of  New  Orleans,  upon  the 
2d  Mondoy  of  February  next,  (1846)  after  the  elections  ;  and  the  Go- 
vernor and  Lieutenant  Governor,  elected  at  the  same  time,  shall  bo  duly 
installed  in  oftice  during  tho  first  week  of  their  seHsion,  and  before  it  shall 
be  competent  for  the  said  General  Assembly  to  proceed  with  the  tran- 
saction of  bus'uRss. 

Adopted  in  Convention,  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  forty  five,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans.
